It In itu- 
probable that Russia will ««*<• another 
moment In this w ar in which »he can 
to well nff«>rd to accept overture« for a 
termination of the struggle 
lu th«» 
field. The heroic def«*u»e of Port Ar­ 
thur by the Russians atul the gr«*at 
victory of the Japanese ought to sat­ 
isfy the military pride of both nations. 
“1 believe that the principle of sec­ 
onding nations can be used with great 
advantage In an eff«»rt to t»ud the war 
Just tmw. It is a primdpl«» <*ontulned hi 
the articles adopted by The H ague 
conference. It w as suggested original 
ly from the American side of the con­ 
ference. 
Mr. llolls of the American 
delegation to The Hague had rea«l 
somewhere In an old magazine a theo­ 
ry that nations at xvar might w ith ad­ 
vantage use other nations to second 
th«*m, Ju»t as the principals in a duel 
employ seconds, 
“ Russia couhl choose France as her 
second, an«I Japan could ch«»>se the 
United States as her second. 
It seems 
to me th at th«*»e txvo nations are xvell 
suited to the purpos«*. 
Franc«* nnd the 
United States, after consulting with 
th«*ir principals an«l the relationship 
would necessarily be very frank nnd 
Intimate—could 
then 
approach 
each 
other and sob«*rly attem pt to discover 
grounds for peace. 
I arti satisfied that 
if this method is pursued the diffcr- 
ences between Japan and Russia ean 
be satisfactorily adjusted and further 
bloodshed averted. 
“In my opinion term s of pence could 
be arranged without sacrificing Rus­ 
sia’s legitimate ambition to have an 
ice fr««* i»ort in Asia as an outlet for 
her « «uninerce. H er great railway sys­ 
tem and all th«* rights necessary to It 
could also be safeguarded. 
I have no 
doubt th at Japan would agree to this. 
“As for the contention that if Russia 
makes peace now six* will lose prestige 
among Asiatics, it is better to lose 
prestige for awhile than to go on with 
a w ar which means Inevitable bank­ 
ruptcy. 
I do not believe It possible for 
Russia to maintain 
herself 
In 
this 
struggle for thm* or four years. 
Aft­ 
er what has just occurred the financial 
work I will U>ok very coldly on pro­ 
posals for fr«*sh Russian loans. 
I do 
not und«*restluiate the great resources 
of Russia, but of w hat use are re­ 
sources if they are still in the belly of 
the earth? 
“The suggestion th a t there is likely 
to be a revolution in Russia seems to 
nit* to be absurd. There is no middle 
class there to rise ngulnst misrule, 
nothing but the peasants oil the one 
side and the army on the other. Rus­ 
sia has stripped her peasants to the 
bone. They are helpless and inert. 
“ It will be a bitter pill for Russia to 
retire from Manchuria, but bett«*r that 
than 
further «lisasttr and 
national 
bankruptcy. 
Talk about the ‘yellow 
peril!’ 
W e might more profitably dis­ 
cuss the Russian peril. That has been 
the shadow in Asia, I do not believe 
that tlie presence «>f Japan ou the Asi­ 
atic mainland will be a menace to 
peace. On the contrary, I believe that 
it will 
strengthen 
the prospect of 
peace. 
“After this war It will bt* a long time 
before any nation will venture to en­ 
croach in Asia. 
Nor will any nation 
lightly risk a quarrel with Japan. All 
that xvill make for peace. 
F,v**n th«* 
United Stub's will be a little more po­ 
lite to tin* Japanese in tin* Philippines 
and Hawaii. That, too, will m ake for 
peace. 
“1 cannot N«*t* that Russia is in a less 
favorable position for acce p tin g peace 
overtures nft«*r th«* fall of Port Arthur 
than site was after the fall of Sevasto­ 
pol, and it is certain that Japan in this 
hour of victory can afford to be mod­ 
erate in her terms. A continuation of 
th<* w ar would lu* madness when the 
menus f«»r p«*ue«» ar«* plainly in sight. 
I have no «ioiibt th at France and the 
Uniietl Htates wouhl gladly serve as 
mediatory seconds for Russia and J a ­ 
pan. 
“It will b<* fortunate* for Russia if it 
is tru<* that tin* czar has really called 
Do W itte back to pow«*r, 
II«» is a 
strong and sane minister, but the Rus­ 
sian system is so slipshod and so full 
of J«*alous conspiracies, not to say any­ 
thing about corruption, that the palace 
clique in St. Petersburg is likely to get 
rid of him at any moment. Poor 1H* 
Witte! 
A fter straightening out the 
flmme«*.« of tin* empire and accumulat­ 
ing such a surplus t tint he had a right 
to expect that the golden days were 
coming to Ids country he had to stand 
aside and sec the results of his w«^rk 
swept aw ay by the incompetents who 
8ucce<sdo«l to power. 1 have great faith 
in De Witte, and if the csar has really 
culled him to his side it is a hopeful 
sign.”

member of The H ague international 
peace tribunal, who was recently in­ 
terviewed at Ithaca, N. Y., by Jam es 
Creelman for the New York World, 
spoke in part as follows about the out­ 
look for peace between Russia and J a ­ 
pan: 
“The fall of Fort A rthur creates a 
situation in which steps can properly 
be taken to end the war between J a ­ 
pan aud Russia. I believe that tills is 
a good time for an effort to secure 
peace. Japan is in a position to show 
moderation and fairness. 
It is im­ 
probable that Russia will him* another 
moment in this w ar In which she can 
so well afford to accept overtures for a 
termination of the struggle in tin* 
field. The heroic defense of Fort A r­ 
thur by the Russians anil the great 
victory of tin* Japanese ought to sat­ 
isfy the military pride of both nations. 
“ I believe that the principle of sec­ 
onding nations can be used with great 
advantage in an effort to end the war 
ju st now. It is a principle contained in 
the articles adopted by The Hague 
conference. It was suggested original­ 
ly from the American side of the con­ 
ference. 
Mr. Hulls of the American 
delegation to The Hague had read 
somewhere in an old magazine a theo­ 
ry th a t nations at w ar might with ad­ 
vantage use other nations to second 
them, Just as the principals in a duel 
employ seconds. 
“ Russia could choose France as her 
second, and Japan could choose the 
United States as her second. 
It seems 
to me that these tw o nations are well 
suited to the purpose. 
Prance and the 
United States, after consulting with 
their principals—and the relationship 
would necessarily be very frank and 
Intim ate—could 
then 
approach 
each 
other and soberly attem pt to discover 
grounds for peace. 
I arb satisfied that 
if this method Is pursued the differ­ 
ences between Japan and Russia can 
be satisfactorily adjusted and further 
bloodshed averted. 
“In my opinion term s of peace could 
be arranged w ithout sacrificing Rus­ 
sia’s legitimate ambition to have an 
ice free port in Asta as an outlet for 
her commerce. 
Her great railway sys­ 
tem and all the rights necessary to It 
could also be safeguarded. 
I have no 
doubt that Japan would agree to this. 
“As for the contention that lf Russia 
makes peace now she will lose prestige 
among Asiatics, it is better to lose 
prestige for awhile than to go on with 
a w ar which means inevitable bank­ 
ruptcy. 
I do not believe it possible for 
Russia to maintain 
herself 
in 
this 
struggle for three or four years. 
A ft­ 
er w hat has just occurred the financial 
world will look very coldly on pro­ 
posals for fresh Russian loans. 
I do 
not underestimate the great resources 
of Russia, but of w hat use are re­ 
sources if they are still in the belly of 
the earth? 
“The suggestion th a t there Is likely 
to be a revolution in Russia seems to 
me to he absurd. There is no middle 
class there to rise against misrule, 
nothing but tile peasants on the one 
side and the army on the other. Rus­ 
sia has stripped her peasants to the 
bone. They are helpless and inert. 
"It will be a bitter pill for Russia to 
retire from Manchuria, but better that 
than 
further disaster and 
national 
bankruptcy. 
Talk about the ‘yellow 
peril!’ 
We might more profitably dis­ 
cuss the Russian peril. T hat has been 
the shadow In Asia. I do not believe 
th a t the presence of Japan on the Asi­ 
atic mainland will be a menace to 
peace. On the contrary, I believe that 
It 
will 
strengthen 
the prospect of 
peace. 
“After this war It will be a long time 
before any nation will venture to en­ 
croach iii Asia. 
Nor will any nation 
lightly risk a quarrel with Japan. All 
th a t will make for peace. 
Even the 
United States will be a little more po­ 
lite to the Japanese in the Philippines 
and Hawaii. That, too, will make for 
peace. 
“I cannot see th at Russia is in a less 
favorable position for accepting peace 
overtures after the fall of Port Arthur 
than she was after tile fall of Sevasto­ 
pol, and it is certain that Japan in this 
hour of victory can afford to be mod­ 
erate in her terms. A continuation of 
the w ar would be madness when the 
m eans for peace are plainly in sight. 
I have no doubt th a t Prance and the 
Uni teal States would gladly serve as 
mediatory seconds for Russia and J a ­ 
pan. 
“ It will be fortunate for Russia if it 
is true that the czar has really called 
De W itte back to power. 
Ile is a 
strong and sane minister, but the Rus­ 
sian system is so slipshod and so full 
of jealous conspiracies, not to say any­ 
thing about corruption, that the palace 
clique in St. Petersburg is likely to get 
rid of him at any moment. Poor De 
W itte! 
After straightening out the 
finances of the empire and accumulat­ 
ing such a surplus that he had a right 
to expect that the golden days were 
coming to his country he had to stand 
aside and see the results of Ills work 
swept away by the incompetents who 
succeeded to power. I have great fnlth 
in De Witte, and if the czar has really 
culled him to his side it is a hopeful 
sign.’*

Slum* <>f L ondo n. 
In th** little, «warming streets off 
Whitechapel road, down through Khor*»- 
diteh and Bethnal Green, linnet singing 
is the pastime of thousands and the 
business of ‘-«•ores of men who will bet 
themselves to a standstill over tho 
sweet voiced rivalries of tw’o wet* 
brown birds caged on the wall of some 
public house whose reputation makes 
respectability timorous of intrusion. 
The hard faced “east ender,” whose 
chief joy Is a bloody "limited round 
go" in the prize ring of a resort in 
Whitechapel, may be seen next night 
iu the back room of another "pub,” sit­ 
ting in breathless silence and behind 
locked doors, with a hundred of his 
kind, while ids linnet sings a match 
for "pleasant song” and a stake of 10 
hillings a side. 
When the referee says "Now!” the 
w. ,<-h is started, but this «loes not 
me..;, that the birds are yet engaged 
in am rivalry. They sit on their little 
perches in silence, and the crowd sits 
in silence wntchiflg them. Presently 
one of tlie rivals pipes up his opening 
lay. This is called the "lead off.” The 
first note of a song is called the "chuc­ 
kle.” Perhaps the bird which makes 
the "lead off” may stop with tills 
"chuckle” and not finish his song. The 
stimulus is enough to start tho other 
bird, however, and he in turn makes 
his "chuckle” and then without a 
break performs the whole of his reper­ 
toire of ten "pleasant songs.” 
Th*» sulky bird is frenzied at this su­ 
periority and to make up for lost time 
sings as if its heart would break. Both 
scorers are busy now "chalking the 
scores" as fast as their pencils can fly. 
To the untrained ear the torrent of pip­ 
ing notes is hopelessly intermingled^ 
and even when one bird is singing 
alone it is impossible to tell where one 
song ends and another begins. 
This sweet piping absorbs the atten­ 
tion of the audience, while just beyond 
the closes! door a horde of bloated men 
and slatternly women are drinking 
themselves more sodden, with blas­ 
phemous and vulgar merriment. 
The birds are all of purity and senti­ 
ment and sweetness that can be found 
in this east end "pub,” and they sing 
as gladly as if green fields were their 
environment.—Outing.

Andrew I). White, diplomat and 
member of The Hague international 
peace tribunal, who was recently in­ 
terviewed at Ithaca, N. Y., by James 
Cree linn n for the New Y'ork World, 
spoke in part as follows about the out­ 
look for peace between Russia and Ja­ 
pan: 
"The fall of Port Arthur creates a 
situation in which steps can properly 
be taken to end the war between Ja­ 
pan and Russia. I believe that this is 
a good time for an effort to secure 
peace. Japan is in a position to show 
moderation and fairness. It is im­ 
probable that Russia w ill see another 
moment in this war in which she can 
so well afford to accept overtures for a 
termination of the struggle In the 
field. The heroic defense of Port Ar­ 
thur by the Russians and the great 
victory of the Japanese ought to sat­ 
isfy the military pride of both nations. 
"I believe that the principle of sec­ 
onding nations can be used with great 
advantage in an effort to end the war 
Just nowr. It is a principle contained in 
the articles adopted by The Hague 
conference. It was suggested original­ 
ly from the American side of the con­ 
ference. Mr. IIolls of the American 
delegation to The Hague had read 
somewhere in an old magazine a theo­ 
ry that nations at war might with ad­ 
vantage use other nations to second 
them. Just as the principals in a duel 
employ seconds. 
"Russia could choose France as her 
second, and Japan could choose the 
United States as her second. It seems 
to me that these two nations are well 
suited to the purpose. France and the 
United States, after consulting with 
their principals—and the relationship 
would necessarily be very frank and 
Intimate—could then approach each 
other and soberly attempt to discover 
grounds for peace. I nth satisfied that 
if this method is pursued the differ­ 
ences between Japan and Russia can 
be satisfactorily adjusted and further 
bloodshed averted. 
"In my opinion terms of peace could 
be arranged without sacrificing Rus­ 
sia’s legitimate ambition to have an 
ice free port in Asia as an outlet for 
her commerce. Her great railway sys­ 
tem and all the rights necessary to it 
could also he safeguarded. I have no 
doubt that Japan would agree to this. 
“As for the contention that If Russia 
makes pence now she will lose prestige 
among Asiatics, it is bettor to lose 
prestige for awhile than to go on with 
a war which means inevitable bank­ 
ruptcy. 1 do not believe it possible for 
Russia to maintain herself in this 
struggle for three or four years. Aft­ 
er what has just occurred the financial 
world will look very coldly on pro­ 
posals for fresh Russian loans. I do 
not underestimate the great resources 
of Russia, but of what use are re­ 
sources if they are still in the belly of 
the earth? 
"The suggestion that there is likely 
to be a revolution in Russia seems to 
me to be absurd. There Is no middle 
class there to rise against misrule, 
nothing but the peasants on the one 
side and the army on the other. Rus­ 
sia has stripped her peasants to the 
bone. They are helpless and inert. 
"It will be a bitter pill for Russia to 
retire from Manchuria, but better that 
than further disaster and national 
bankruptcy. Talk about the ‘yellow 
poril!’ We might more profitably dis­ 
cuss the Russian peril. That has been 
the shadow” in Asia. I do not believe 
that the presence of Japan on the Asi­ 
atic mainland will be a menace to 
peace. On the contrary, I believe that 
It will strengthen the prospect of 
peace. 
"After this war it will be a long time 
before any nation will venture to en­ 
croach in Asia. Nor will any nation 
lightly risk u quarrel with Japan. All 
that will make for peace. Even the 
United States will be a little more po­ 
lite to the Japanese in the Philippines 
and Hawaii. That, too, will make for 
peace. 
"I cannot see that Russia is in a less 
favorable position for accepting peace 
overtures after the fall of Port Arthur 
than sin» was after the fall of Sevasto­ 
pol, and it is certain that Japan in this 
hour of victory can afford to be mod­ 
erate in her terms. A continuation of 
th*» war would be madness when the 
means for peace are plainly in sight. 
I have no doubt that France and the 
United States would gladly serve as 
mediatory seconds for Russia and Ja­ 
pan."It will be fortunate for Russia if it 
Is true that the czar has really called 
Do Witte back to power. He is a 
strong and sane minister, but the Rus­ 
sian system is so slipshod and so full 
of jealous conspira ch's, not to say any­ 
thing about corruption, that the palace 
clique in St. Petersburg is likely to get 
ri<l of him at any moment. Poor De 
Witte! After straightening out the 
finances of the empire and accumulat­ 
ing such a surplus that he had a right 
to expect that the golden days w’ere 
coming to ills country he had to stand 
aside and see the results of his w’ork 
swept away by the incompetents who 
succeeded to power. I have great faith 
In De Witte, and If the czar has really 
culled him to bis side It is a hopeful 
sign.”

Denver, .Tan. 14.—The National Live 
Stock association was rent in twain 
Friday by tho adoption of a. new con­ 
stitution which admitted the pa' ’ ors 
to membership and provides an open 
door through which the railways of 
the country may at any time become 
factors in the control of the organiza­ 
tion. 
The 
cattlemen, 
horse and 
swine 
growers, together with representatives 
of some of the affiliated industries, re­ 
fused to agree to the new constitution 
and withdrew when they considered 
its adoption was probable and in the 
afternoon formed a new organization 
under 
the name 
of the 
‘‘American 
Stork growers’ association” whose aim 
it will be to wield a dominant influence 
In the interest of the cattle grower. 
Roughly speaking the sheep grow­ 
ers, commission men 
and the stork 
yards interests remain 
with the Na­ 
tional Live Stor k association and the 
i actual growers of all other animals 
for the market have gone with the new 
assot iation. 
The cattle men had from the first 
strongly o p p o s e d the admission into 
their organization of the packers and 
particularly of 
the railroads. 
'They 
claimed 
that 
these two 
influences 
would ultimately dominate the cattle 
growing Industry of the country to 
the detriment of the individual grow- 
er and they refused to remain in an 
organization 
which included 
their 
representatives among the members 
of its central body. 


Came After a Long Session. 


The defection in the ranks of the 
association came after a long session 
in which the arguments were at times 
torrid and where 
the parliamentary 
tangles were so frequent and so com­ 
plex that it was impossible to follow 
them. 
John W. Springer, 
a former presi­ 
dent of the National Livestock asso­ 
ciation, was elected president of the 
new association 
until the May 
con­ 
vention in Denver. 
Mr. Springer later announced his in­ 
ability 
to serve 
as president, 
and 
Conrad Schaffer of Colorado, president 
of the Colorado Cattle Growers’ asso­ 
ciation, was c hosen in his st ('ad. 
In th* 
new organization the repre­ 
sentation is to be one 
of individual 
members only and it will not be an 
amalgamation of association^ as is the 
case 
with the obi r organization. 
At a meeting of the 
National Live 
Stock association at night the central 
committee, which 
is the 
governing 
body of 
the association, 
reelected 
President 
Frank J. flagon!.atilt and 
p a s s e d ;t resolution thanking him for 
his work and expressing confidence in 
him as an official.

Denver. .Tin. 11. The National Live 
Stock association was rent in twain 
Friday by the adoption of a new con­ 
stitution which admitted the packers 
to n: mber.-hip and provides an open 
door through which the railways of 
the country may at any time become 
factors in the control of the organiza­ 
tion.The cattlemen, horse and swine 
growers, together with representatives 
of some of the affiliated industries, re­ 
fused to agree to the new constitution 
and withdrew when they considered 
its adoption was probable and in the 
afternoon formed a new organization 
under the name of the "American 
Stockgrowers* association" whose aim 
it will be to wield a dominant influence 
in the interest of the cattle grower. 
Roughly speaking the sheep grow­ 
ers, commission men and thí' stock 
yards interests remain with the Na­ 
tional Live Stock association an l the 
j actual growers of all other animals 
for the market have gone wit it the new 
assoc iation. 
The cattle men had from the first 
strongly opposed the admission into 
their organization of the packers and 
particularly <*f the railroads. 'They 
claimed that these two influences 
would ultimately dominate the cattle 
growing industry of the country to 
the detriment of the individual grow­ 
er and they refused to remain in an 
organization 
which Included 
their 
representatives among the members 
of its central body. 
Came After a Long Session. 
The defection in the ranks of the 
association came after a long session 
in which the arguments were at times 
torrid and where the parliamentary 
tangles were ho frequent and so com­ 
plex that, it was impossible to follow 
them. 
John W. Springer, a former presi­ 
dent of the National Livestock asso­ 
ciation, was elected president of the 
new association until the May con­ 
vention in Denver. 
Mr. Springer later announced his in­ 
ability to serve as president, and 
Conrad Schaffer of Colorado, president 
of the Colorado Cattle Growers’ asso­ 
ciation, was c hosen in his stead. 
In lh< new organization the repre­ 
sentation is to he one of individual 
members only and it will not be an 
amalgamation of associations as is the 
case with the old -r organization. 
At a meeting of the National Live 
Stock association at night the- central 
committee, which i the governing 
body of the association, re-elected 
President Frank J. Hngenbnrth and 
passed a resolution thanking him for 
his work and expressing confidence in 
him as an official.

Like most of “Mark 
Twain’s" early chums Captain Lacy 
never saw the slightest indication of 
coming greatness in his friend. 
“The worst trouble about Sam when 
he was a boy,’’ said Captain Lacy, "was 
his laziness. IB* was a dreadful shirk­ 
er. When the war came on and every­ 
body was taking sides lie joined Major 
Thomas A. Harris’ Confederate regi­ 
ment and was in a little fight ut Flori­ 
da, Monroe county, with Colonel U. S. 
Grant’s command. Harris was licked, 
and Sam came home, lie said he be­ 
lieved the Con feds were wrong, because 
the other fellows were the strongest. 
“The first tiling that called my at­ 
tention to Sam as a writer while out 
west was liis yarn about Jim Wolf’s 
tomcat, which was published in a San 
Francisco paper. I recognized tin* inci­ 
dent and knew there was nobody out 
there but Sam who could have told it. 
Jim was a printer, and lie roomed with 
Sam, who In* thought was the smartest 
boy that ever lived. One night the 
girls of the house gave a ‘candy pull.’ 
and a lot of sticky molasses candy was 
laid out on the back porch to cool be­ 
fore pulling. The young folks were 
raising high jinks downstairs, and Jim’s 
tomcat was out on the back fence sing­ 
ing an accompaniment. 
"Sam couldn’t sleep, and he told Jim 
to get up and murder it is cat. Jim 
would have committed suicide if Sam 
had told him to, and without taking 
tin* trouble to put on his clothes in* 
climbed out. on the trellis, intending to 
make connections witli the fence. But 
the trellis was fragile, and Jim was a 
good, healthy boy. 
The thing gave 
way with a crash, and poor Jim was 
precipitated like a chunk out of a me­ 
teor on that redhot molasses candy: 
lie gave a shriek that brought all the 
hoys ami girls out on the porch, and the 
landlady kindly fetched a lamp. Jim 
was never a very pretty boy, but at 
that moment everybody thought he 
was the sweetest tiling on earth. The 
candy hung to his naked legs and 
breast like* barnacles to an ocean dere­ 
lict. It broke up the party, and every­ 
body blamed Sam for it. 
Well, he 
touched up that yarn in a way that 
made it even funnier than it was, and 
then I knew that the careless, fun lov­ 
ing lad had struck his gait that he 
was really good for something. 
"A tramp printer named Snell blew 
into Hannibal one day and was given 
work on the paper, lie was an uncom­ 
municative sort of fellow, but a good 
worker and obedient. Sam decided to 
bring him out of his reserve and to do 
it Borrowed a skeleton from a doctor’s 
office and slipped it into the printer’s 
bed. Then we got around to a window 
about bedtime to see what was going 
to happen. The print pulled off ids 
shoes, piled his clothes over on the 
floor and blew out the light. The next 
thing we supposed would 1h* a yell and 
a printer shooting out of the window 
in his nightshirt. 
But there wasn’t 
anything of the sort. There was a 
sleepy yawn and: 
“ ‘Get over <*u your own side, darn 
you.’ 
“We heard the ghastly liedmate of 
Snell fail to the floor, and then every­ 
thing was (juiet except for the snoring 
of the sleeping printer. The joke had 
failed, and we went up to our rooms in 
disgust. 
“Next day Snell didn’t show up, and 
we Began to feel a little hopeful that 
maybe the trick had worked after all. 
But we were again disappointed. Snell 
was in a gin mill, boiling drunk and 
having the time of his life. 
“ ‘Killed er man deader’» a red In­ 
jun,’ he yelled, ‘tin’ shell corpsus fer 
dollar an’ sheventy-live!
